Coi  Al  bert  C  .Bail  ow  died  at  2.30  this  afternoon  at  his  home  218 
Twelfth  avenue  East. 

Six  months  ago  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis  while  at  his  desk  in 
the  city  comptrollers  office. 

He  was  removed  to  his  home  and  has  not  since  been  able  to  leave  it. 
Coi  .Bail  ow  came  to  Dui  uth  more  than  twenty  two  years  ago  and  took  fche 
position  of  general  manager  of  the  old  Duluth  &  Winnepeg  road  when  that 
was  f  irst  buil  t . 

He  saw  that  road  grow  in  importance , but  after  remaining  there  for  a 
number  of  years  he  accepted  a  position  in  the  city  comptroller’s  office 
and  has  been  there  constantly  for  the  past  twelve  years. 

During  that  long  period  of  service  it  is  said  that  he  always  was 
the  first  man  in  the  office  each  morning  and  never  varied  his  time  of 
arrival  more  than  five  or  ten  minutes.
